This ſhort and faithful re lation ĩs able to ve faris- 


faction to all that knew that amient and famous Cor- 


poration. upon winch onely account I publiſhed this 
Narrative. As for thoſe that enquire after ſuch cala- 
mitous accidents, meerly becauſe they are new, Ire- 
gard them not, for my defign herein, is rather to in- 
cite men to charity, than gratifie them in their curio- 
ſityzand I intend not ſo much the fatisſaction of thoſe 
that are not concern d, as the confolarion of thoſe that 


were any way fufferers in that dreadful fire, to perufe 


the following pages : to which end I iatreat them thar 
were made publick mcerly for their fakes; and as for 
toſe that are onely fellow ſufferers with them; as 


Ohriſtians, and particularly of the fame "Nation ; it 


will well become ſuch to have charitable thonghts of 
them, and towards them, not to condemn them be- 


cauſe they are puniſhed, but as time and ability ſhall 
ſerve to receive and affiſt them according umo their 


powers. 
And for the ufe chat all in general may make of 


this ſad 0 er Tm be rhis ; namely, That we 


turn to the Lord in time, and by a holy complyance 


with his commands and obedience to his will to di- 


vert the wrath of God, who to the incorrigible and 


-difobedient is like to prove a conſuming fire, and will 


at laſt aſſuredly caſt them into everlaſting burnings.
